MOSCOW (AP)—Secretary of State Marshall urged in 
the Foreign Ministers’ Council Monday night that all coun 
tries which declared war.on Germany participate in the 


final peace settlement. 


The Marshall recommendation was made as the min 
isters took up discussion of procedtre for the German peace 


conference.

Marshall also urged that 
after the peace conference 
Foreign Ministers draft a 
treaty for Germany, nside 
as top priority all recor 
tions passed by a two-thirds vote 
of the conference, He asked that 
note be taken of al] other recom 
mendations passed by a majority 
vote. 

The U.S, Secretary said he did 
not believe any German govern- 
ment should be saddled with the 
Ohus of signing a treaty and that 
the constitution to be adopted by 
the Germans should contain a 
clause which would commit the 
Germans to:live up to the terms 
of the treaty. 


Marshall Awaits

City Parks Officials Deny —_Local Eagles Win 
Indiscriminate Tree Cutting. Bellinoham wo antes 


A denial that the city parks 
department has adopted a policy 
of indiscriminate remova 
boulevard trees was made 
In a spe eport 
tion by W. H 
Superintendent 
George 

In his report to. the mayor 
Mr. Warren said that “no one 
regrets, more than the parks 
department, the destruction 
trees,” and stressed that there 
are many cases where the parks 
committee has refused to re 
move many trees requested 
be taken out by the engineer's 
department and individual prop 
erty. owners. 

He said that the city has beer 
subjected to much criticism for 
the removal of some boulevard 
trees, but noted that the res!- 
tents who have been in eni 
enced by troubles associated with 
large boulevard trees approve 
of the changes being made by 
the city and are still petitioning 
the city for the removal of the 
older type of boulevard trees 

“In general,” he commente¢ 
“it-can be said that those v 
approve are the ones who 
directly affected and live for 
tiost part on the streets aff< 
The majority of those who 
approve are only indirect 
fected.” 

SESITIVE TO DENUDING 


Mr. Warren admitted that 
many of the city’s famous boule- 
Vards are now partially denuded 
and “we are as sensitive as any 
one to the unattractive condition 
created,” he said. However, he 
explained that a young tree on a 
boulevard planted between two 
large. trees. cannot thrive, and If 
t removal of the big tree is 
delayed too long the young tree 
will be stunted. “The old tree, 
therefore, has fo be sacrificed in 
fayor of the younger tree,” he 
sald, “and in so doing the street 
is partly denuded.” 

Some of the reasons for the 
necessary removal of the large 
old trees resulted from the close 
Planting of the trees. which has 
crowded them badly. In other 
cases, such as on Rockland Ave- 
nue, trees were planted directly 
over a shallow sewe: in a nar- 
row boulevard, or over an open 
jointed surface drain as on 
Quadra Street. “Under such con 
ditions, serious trouble was inev. 
table,” Mr. Warren stressed. 
TREES TOO CLOSE 

The parks department is now 
trying to rectify some of the mis- 
takes made in the past Mr. War- 
dren explained to the mayor, 
when they planted trees as close 
together as 12,to 15 feet, whereas 
they should have been 50 to 60 
feet dpart, and possibly inter- 
planted with shrubs. In this type 
{planting the street loses none 
of its avenue effect, and the 
wider spacing usually gives more
